WimjQR SHIPS 


German Dreadnaught Westfalen Added 
to Steadily Growing List of Craft 
Sunk in North Sea Battle. 


Eng^iish Loss Alone Exceeds 5,000 Men and Ger- 
man Losses May Nearly Equal It—New 
Details of Terrific Sea Conflict from 
London and Berlin. 


Fnller details of the great naval battle waged in the North sea indicate 
the advantage of the Germans in inflicting heavy 
losses 
on the 
British 
fleet 
while escaping with considerably smaller losses themselves. 


German estimates of the tonnage destroyed place it at 133,000 tons on the 
British and 23,000 on the German side. 
The German figures, however, proba- 
bly are based on the assumption tiiat the British 
battleship 
Warspite 
was 
among the vessels sunk. 
The British admiralty, however, has officially denied 
that this 27,500 ton vessel was lost. 


It has not appeared from any of the accounts that the British main bat- 
tleship fleet was actually engaged. 
Four battleships, however, were in the fleet 
that supported the battle cruiser squadron. 
This speedy collection of warships 
is supposed to have attempted to cut off the retreat of the German 
fleet. 
In 
this it lost three of its units—the main damage suffered by the British. 


Zeppelin airships played an important part in the engagement, according 
to various accounts, their superiority as scouts apparently giving the Germans 
a 
marked advantage in disposing their forces to meet the British movements. 
Dispatches today report that two Zeppelins, supposedly aJtnong those engaged 
in this important work, were destroyed. 


Among the additions to the list of vessels lost in the engagement is the Ger- 
man dreadnought Westfalen, carrying a complement of 961 men, the German 
cruiser Elbing and the British destroyer Shark. 


English losses are estimated at more than 5,000 men, and the German loss 
may be almost as high. In many instances not a man of either officers or crew 
escaped when the warcraft went down.

were lost. 


150 Warships in the Battle. 
It is estimated that 150 
war- 
ships of all classes engaged in the 
terrific battle. 


The latest British statement re- 
garding the outcome of the en- 
gagement shows that the admiral- 
ty vieAvs it as not at all unfavor- 
able to the British. 
It is declared 
they sought out the Germans, en- 
gaged their entire fleet Avith in- 
ferior forces and compelled them 
to put back to port and give up 
" a n y 
plan of action they may 
have contemplated." 


Entire Complement Lost. 


The losses on the British side 
estimated at 5,000 may be nearly 
matched by those of the Germans, 
if the latest reports on the num- 
ber of German warships lost are 
confirmed. 


In the British casualty list are 
included Captain Prowse and the 
entire complement of the battle 
cruiser Queen Mary, which prob- 
ably had between 900 and 950 men 


on board. 
Rear Admiral Horace 
Hood was lost with 
the 
battle 
cruiser Invincible. 


Two of the air ships -which played 
such an important part in the engage- 
ment bj' keeping the Germa.r.s informed 
of the British 
fleet's 
movements 
were 
destroyed according to reports brought 
in by 
fishermen 
who dcclare that 
the 
entire crew of one of the air ships per- 
ished when their craft was burned.

took some comfort from the later Brit- 
ish report published in the morning pa- 
licrs. 
This report, while it did not de- 
orense tho British losses except in de- 
stroyers, Avhich Avere reduced from elev- 
en to eight, shoAvs the German losses 
Avere much greater than Avas at first 
estimated.

"Great Britain, sîncé the beginning of 
the Avan" says Captain Jetter, "has used 
her older voitsels in the distant theaters 
of the war and has also lost a number 
of tliem.

The Ger- 
man sailors have never underestimated 
the British fleet, but have considered it 
the best of all except the Germans.

The Brit- 
ish fleet is noAv estimated at approxi- 
mately twice as strong in guns and 
ships as that under Admiral Scheer. 
The Main Engagement. 
Detailed reports have not yet been re 
ceived, but the main engagement appar 
•iitly occurred about' 12;)' miles south 
west of the southern extremitv of Nor 
way and 1.50 miles off the aDnish coast 
Tlie battle Avas divided into tAvo sec 
!ons. 
The day the engagement began 
HI about 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
ontinued until after darkness or about 
0 o'clock.

The exact range and courses of the 
day fight have not been ascertained, 
is assumed the ranges of the day 
gagement Avere not extreme, possibly at 
a distance of about eight miles, as the 
weather AA'as hazy.

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Biggest Naval Battle of 
History. 


It will doubtless be many days, if not weeks, before there is 
permitted to filter tliroiigli the censorship that grips European war 
happenings complete details of the gigantic naval engagement be- 
tween the high sea fleets of the British and the German navy in the 
North sea. In the early accounts, given exultingly by Berlin and 
grudgingly by London, there is a massf of contradiction and con- 
flicting statement that makes accurate judgment as to results and 
ufter effects well nigh impossible. 


One outstanding fact, however, seems to be apparent—that the 
conflict was the greatest naval engagement in all history as regards 
the number of warships engaged and the tonnage destroyed. 
The 
loss of life, too, is unquestionably the most terrible toll ever takeL 
in any clash of sea fighters of*any lauds at any time since the world 
began. 
History is filled with magnificent naval traditions . All 
countries havo them. 
There have been again and again gigantic 
battles at sea which turned the tide of war or which proved the de- 
ciding factors in conflict. But nowhere before have two fleets of 
such magnitude met in conflict. Nov,-here before have so many of the 
war craft cnp-aged been sent to the bottom, and nowhere before lias 
naval encounter claimed so appalling a total of life. 
The land 
fighting in this war is the most terrible ever known. The sea fighting 
has now matched it. 


As to the ultimate effect, that is quite another question. 
De- 
cisive as the engagement appears to have been in itself, and bril- 
liant as is thiC apparent victory won by the kaiser's navy, there is 
lio indication that it has settled anything, or that it has in any 
considerable degree contributed a factor toward tjie end of war. 
Great as were the fleets engaged, they as a matter of fact represent 
but a very small part of the total sea strength of either Germany or 
England. Each is today equipped to send without delay other fleets 
a:i Jarge and as mighty into a second conflict of as great a magni- 
tude if the occasion for doing so arose. 
The result has no more 
broken the English power of the sea than it has exhausted the might 
htp large and powerful German navy, which, save for its sub- 
marine branch, has had little opportunity in the present war to show 
Its meitlc. Gigantic as the North sea battle must have been in set- 
ting a new mark in the history of naval conflict, it does not appear 
io have been decisive to the point of seriously affecting the general 
status of the war. It s merely terrific loss for both, and its compen- 
sations are of extremely dubious character.

The Panama-Pacific commission of Indiana, which had charge 
iof this state's show at the San Francisco exposition last year, has 
about completed its final report, and it is announced that some $12,- 
000 of the $135,000 appropriation made by the state legislature will 
be returned to the state treasury.

mission managed its affairs with excellent business judgment. 
The 
state did not attempt, of course, so elaborate a representation at the 
San Francisco fair as was given by many other states, but it was 
creditable, nevertheless. 
It was carried forward, too, with a much 
less expense than that of any other state and at a lower cost than 
that at the St. Louis exposition, despite the additional distance traveled 
find the proportionately higher freight rates which were paid.

A scout must know woodcraft 
to advance.

San Antonio, Chihuahua. Mexico—(By 
Mail).—We were on our wav from As- 
cension a t 6:50 the second day out and 
at 9:30 were a t the United States camp 
known as Big Bend.

filled 
our water 
bags 
from the spring, and in another 
hour 
were 
at 
the 
next 
camp, 
Carralitas, 
which is the most ideal spot for a camp 
on the whole line of 
communication.

orders to rush to San Antonio. 
We ran 
until dark, had a cold supper and after 
lighting up went on to 
San 
Antonio, 
reaching there at 
12 30 a. m., a dis- 
tance of 65 miles. 
We worked the rest 
of the night loading our train with sup 
plies to go north.

Washington, J). C., June 3.—No In- 
dians in the southwest 
have earned a 
greater respect for their lighting ability 
than 
the Yatiuis, Mho were 
reported 
recently as threatening the line of com- 
munications 
of one of the American 
forces 
operating 
along 
the 
^lextcaii 
border in ])ursnit of bandits. 
Concern- 
ing this warlike tribe tlie National Oc 
graphic society has isr.ued the followint' 
bulletin from ltd lioadquarters in Wasli- 
ington: 


"A distinguished ethnologist has said 
of the Vac..is t h a t 
they arp the only 
Indians on the continent, 
who, sui 
rounded bv whites, from the beginning 
of their liistory, have never been fully 
subdued. 
In spite of the numerous de- 
feat.'i whicii they have sustained a t tho- 
hands of Spaniards and Me.\ican.'<. dat- 
ing back to liie first half of the six- 
teentii century, they are today a brave, 
stalwart, athletic race, admired for their 
iiidustr_\- as well as for their 
courage. 
Most of the Yaquis arc to be found 
in the soutliern ]iart of Sonora. one ot 
-Mexico's border states, to the soutli o' 
Arizona. 
Here they raise corn, 
cotton 
and the mcscai-proihicing maguey. Tli" 
wom<'n are ex|)ert 
Aveavers, wliile the 
men are ahvays in demand as miners 
sailors, 
farm 
laborers and as exj^ert 
pearl divers. 
Most of tiieir trading is 
done a t the port of (Juaymas, on the 
Gulf of California, wliere one of their 
chief articles of barter is the salt gath- 
ered on the adjoining coast.

Handeras was a resourceful organizer as 
well as a capable 
tighter.

factured liis own giuipowder and nui(h'

Biggest Naval Battle of History. 


It Trill doubtless be many days, i£ not weeks, before there is 


permitted to filter through the censorship that grips European war 
happenings complete details of the gigantic naval engagement be- 
tween the high sea fleets of the British and the German navy in the 
Jtforth sea. In the early accounts, given exultingly by Berlin and 
grudgingly by London, there is a mass of contradiction and con- 
flicting statement that makes accurate judgment as to results and 
tfter effects well nigh impossible. 


One outstanding fact, however, scorns to be apparent—that the 


conflict was the greatest naval engagement iu all history as regards 
the number of warships engaged and the tonnage destroyed. The 
loss o£ life, too, is unquestionably the most terrible toll ever takeL 
in any clash of sea fighters of any lands at any time since the world 
'began. History is filled with magnificent naval traditions . All 
countries have them. There have been again and again gigantic 
battles at sea which turned the tide of war or which/proved the de- 
ciding factors in conflict. But nowhere before have two fleets of 
such magnitude met in conflict. Nowhere before have so many of the 
Lwar craft engaged been sent to the bottom, and nowhere before has 
Jnaval encounter claimed so appalling a total of life. 
The land 


• .fighting in this war is the most terrible ever known. The sea fighting 


has now matched it. 


As to the ultimate eSect, that is quite another question. De- 


cisive as the engagement appears to have been in itself, and bril- 
liant as is the apparent victory won by the kaiser's navy, there is 
ho indication that it has settled anything, or that it has in any 
'considerable degree contributed a factor toward the end of war. 
:Great as were the fleets engaged, they as a matter of fact represent 


• ; but a very small part of the total sea strength of either Germany or 


England. Each is today equipped to send without delay other fleets 
a:t iarge and as mighty into a second conflict of as great a magni- 
tude, if the occasion for doing so arose. The result has no more 
•broken the English power of the sea than it has exhausted the might 
«^.:'hte large and powerful German navy, which, save for its sub- 


;'. marine branch, has had little opportunity in the present war to show 
..its mettle. - Gigantic as the North sea battle must have been in set- 


; 
ting a- new mark in the history of naval conflict, it does not appear 
to h»ve been decisive to the point of seriously affecting the general 


;•" ftatus of the war. It s merely terrific loss for both, and its compen- 


>ations are of extremely dubious character.

The boys were 
ready. So they were sent to alleys and 
basements and backyards in the busi- 
ness district, where thoughtful store- 
keepers had notified the league there 
was waste paper in abundance, but it 
was not in sacks.

and the darkness and the heat, the four 
boys started.

And they sacked paper and carried it 


out all morning, the result being several 
hundred pounds, amounting to several

ings than the scouts. 


Other Scout Work. 


But this is merely an incident. The 


boys wear medals for their trouble, but 


a scout knows that it is part of his 
duty to be helpful to those who need 
help and cannot get what they need. 
However, there is the other side to the 
scouts. 
The movement links the boys 


to the creat outdoors. If a hoy is a 
nice little pussy-cat sit-by-thc-fire, don't 
like-fresh-air stay at home, the scouts 
are not of interest to him. 
But if a 


boy likes the open 
spaces and the 


woods, the cool earth and the sky, the 
breeze that blows out in the open, he 
should be a scout. 


The boys arc taught to hike, to take 


long walks, not only for the exercise, 
but for the pleasure of walking, and for 
the good lessons 
they learn as they 


tramp. A scout must know woodcraft 
to advance. He must 'be able to care 
for himself, to be comfortable, 
and 


hi'.ppy, no matter where he finds him- 
self or when. The bovs have made an 
exhaustive study of first aid, and In 
case of injuries can do more to assist 
the victims than nine out of ten full 
grown men. 


The Fort Wayne boy scouts are up 


and doing. 'They are enthusiastic, they 
are workers, they are developing inter- 
est in those things that are most in- 
teresting to the healthy growing mind.
